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“MAPLE LEAF IN 

FLANDERS” WAS REV. 
SCHRAG’S ADDRESS 


Interesting Talk on the War, 
and Emphasizes that Every¬ 
one Should Do His Bit 


In opening his Sunday even¬ 
ing’s address, the Rev. A. R. 
Schrag pointed out the confusion 
that arises from so many lines 
of argument, ethnic, economic, 
socialistic, religious and political, 
by way of explaining the cause 
of the war. After briefly point¬ 
ing out that each of these argu¬ 
ments were somewhat true, still 
in his opinion it was the dynastic 
ambition of the Kaiser that fo¬ 
cussed these other forces and 
precipitated the hostilities that 
led at last to the Grand Alliance 
of twenty-two nations under the 
Entente as against the Central 
Powers. 

Documentary evidence was in 
hand to show that the Kaiser in 
1892 had a conference at Potsdam 
palace with 500-influential Ger¬ 
mans in which two pamphlets 
were laid before them. The one 
contained the motto: “Our goal, 
Hamburg on the Baltic, to the 
Persian Gulf, 250 million of pop¬ 
ulation, ultimate goal, the Ger- 
manization of the world.” The 
other was a dual map of the first 
Roman empire with ancient 
centres of civilization reduced to 
county seats, and second, a map 
of Belgium, France, Great Bri¬ 
tain, Canada and the United 
States, across which was written 
Germania. The legend on the 
map ran thus: “Brussels in 3 
days, Paris in 2 weeks, London 
in 3 months, U.S. and Canada in 
3 years.” t 

Visualizing the awful wastage 
of the war, the casualties were 
cast into terms of Canadian life. 
If every one listed as killed, mis¬ 
sing or prisoner were to be re¬ 
stored andshipned as immigrants 
to Canada, the present population 
would be doubled each year for 
three successive years, and if 
the money spent on war was di¬ 
vided each of these immigrants 
would get over a million dollars 
as a nest egg. 

Canadian casualties now num¬ 
ber over 100,000, with 69,000 
wounded. In English hospitals 
there are an additional 25,000, 
and out of the non-effectives 12,- 
500 have already been returned 
to Canada. The mortality of the 
Canadian soldiers is as 6 to 8 to 
the British soldier. We are not 
beaming an undue casualty risk. 
The Dominion had subscribed 250 
millions and the banks 100 mil¬ 
lions as war loans to the Imperial 
government, all of which money 
was spent in Canada. The Brit¬ 
ish had spent in addition for the 
care of the Canadian Expedition¬ 
ary forces 320 million dollars. 

With reference to conscription 
the speaker said that voluntary 
enlistment was utterly dead and 
incapable of a resurrection, even 
by a Sir Wilfrid Laurier. The 
alternatives left were two;wheth- 
er to let the present forces fight 
on until they had shrunk by cas¬ 
ualties into a cypher, or supply 
by compulsion the requisite num¬ 
ber to keep up the effective 
strength of the present army 
corps. This would require at the 
very least ip,000 men each month 
throughout the remainder of the 
war. Ten per cent of opr popul¬ 
ation must be in khaki, and five 
men in mufti are needed to sup¬ 
ply the requisition of the army.

RED CROSS WORK IN VULCAN 

At the annual meeting of the Vulcan branch 
ef'tbe Red Cross Society held last w,eek two 
points in regard to the work were empha¬ 
sized. One was the small number of(j)ersorys to 
whom the work was confined, the otbeiv the 
question as to whether Red Cross work ought 
not to be placed on a compulsory footing. Since 
both these points are related,—as there would 
not be the necessity for asking the seeond ques¬ 
tion if the first was rightly answered,-^let us 
ask ourselves why it is that so important a 
branch of war work as the Red Cross is left in 
the hands of a few, and see whether there is 
aay personal application in the answer. If 
there is, then let us see that we each of us do 
our best to remedy the defect. 

Generally speaking, the only answer that 
can be given is that of careless neglect. There 
is too great an inclination to leave it to others; 
they seem to do it very well without further 
help, therefore let them do it;, The affair is 
viewed as an impersonal matter. 

That, it need hardly be stated, is an entire¬ 
ly wrong idea. The war and the work in con¬ 
nection with it is for all of us^the most personal 
thing in the world. On account of it we watch 
the price of wheat and the trend of the cost of 
living. Daily the conflict is having some effect 
en the lives of all of as and when the war isover 
and its consequences begins to be harvested we 
shall see how vitally the whole affair has affect¬ 
ed us even if we do not recognise that fact now. 
It makes all the difference in the world as to 
whether the Allies or Germany win. 

Having these broad outlines in mind then, 
and the point of personal interest brought home 
to us with them, does it not appear to be the 
most personal thing' in the world that the Allies 
should have every ounce of advantage against 
the eemmon enemy ? And what better way of 
assistance is there than by helping the Red 
Cross Society, the Society which has in hand the 
succouring of our wounded soldiers whose valour 
and whose wounds are the cause of our immun¬ 
ity from the German menace at our very doors? 
We read accounts of the war and go through all 
the popular expressions of sentiment thereat, 
shuddering at the outrage of Belgium, marvell¬ 
ing at the battles of the Marne or Courceletteor 
Ypres, and we say we sympathize deeply at it

The situation in Russia gives ‘no sign of im¬ 
provement. There is dissention and strife 
among the various bodies all the time. The 
real difficulty seems to be in the fact that there 
is no power strong enough to bring about a 
sympathetic fusion of these various elements in 
the country and so consolidate public opionion 
on the winning of the war. 


It is hard to comprehend why the liberals of 
Red Deer should have chosen party before pat¬ 
riotism. When they turned down Dr. Clark 
they turned down one of the most brilliant men 
in Canadian public life today. But the senti¬ 
ment of the Winnipeg convention seems to have 
been stronger than the win-the-w%r-with-the- 
best-man feeling, and because Dr. Clark stuck 
to his guns they let him go.

Ex-Ambassador Gerard, in speaking before 
the Canadian club at Victoria, B.C„ stated that 
the victory over Germany would have to come 
from triumph in the field. “Have no illusions” 
he said, “ho false ideas that we can win by 
causing hunger or civil strife in Germany”. The 
same sentiment is reflected in many conversa¬ 
tions of soldiers who have returned from the 
front. From their point of view the only way 
to win is by force of arms. The arm of power 
in Germany is too strong and smothers civil 
strife before it really gets to life.

A new setof “Stanley charges’’ 
have been brought to light. But 
there is this difference this time, 
the charges are made against Dr. 
Stanley, instead of by him, says 
the Calgary ‘Albertan’. 

On Saturday, at L p.m., a peti¬ 
tion was filed by N. G. McLaren, 
an elector of the High River dis¬ 
trict, praying that the election 
of Dr. Geo., D. Stanley, member- 
elect for the provincial legisla¬ 
ture, be voided on the grounds 
that his election was secured by 
bribery on the part of himself 
and his agents. Mr. McLaren, 
the complainant', is an old timer 
in the High River district. G. 
A. Turner, of Calgary, is acting 
for Mr. McLaren. The case will 
probably be tried in the latter 
part of October or the early part 
of November. 

The document which was filed 
with the clerk of the supreme 
court is quite lengthy, covering 
some eleven pages, and calls not 
only for the unseating of Dr. 
Stanley, but also asks for his 
disqualification. It claims fraud 
in its various phases; “Notorious 
fraud by Stanley and his agents 
grave irregularities on the part 
of deputy returning officers and 
their servants and clerks,” are 
some.pf the charges in the peti¬ 
tion. With the petition was de¬ 
posited the usual $500 in $1 Dom¬ 
inion of Canada bills. 

The petition was filed at 1 
o’clock on the last day it was 
possible for a petition to be en¬ 
tered.

Editor. Advocate:—Last Sun¬ 
day night in Vulcan Church I 
heard an address by your minis¬ 
ter. the Rev. A. R. Schrage, 
which was founded on the words: 
"The Maple Leaf in Flanders."

He showed clearly the duty of 
everyone enjoying the privileges 
of Canadian citizenship, to those 
who are enduring the horrors of 
war for them and for the land 
they live in.

Were 
that hope realized Canada would 
have been One of the prizes of 
the war. By all the means at 
your command, be it yourself or 
your means,” ran all through his 
address. 

He set before us such a high 
conception of our duty and point¬ 
ed out the inevitable end of 
slackers at the present crisis,

WAS IT THE COW’S FAULT 

Supposing that you keep a cow 
giving five thousand pounds of 
milk in a year, for which you re¬ 
ceive seventy dollars cash, how 
much profit does that cow make? 
This is not a riddle, but simply a 
query that every dairyman should 
be in a position to answer. Leav¬ 
ing aside the “higher account¬ 
ing" side of revenue amd expen¬ 
ses per cow—those persistent 
items of rent, interest, taxes, 
depreciation, etc.—and taking 
only income from milk or fat, 
and cost of feed, are you then in 
a position to say definitely that 
each cow you keep does make a 
good clear profit above feed cost? 

Whether the feed is valued at 
forty or eighty dollars, whether 
the income is fifty or one hundred 
and twenty dollars, is there such 
profit that a fair return is made 
to you for the labour expended ? 
For if revenue and expense just 
balance showing no margin of 
profit at all, there must surely 
be something wrong; your labor 
has to be paid for. 

Milk and feed record forms 
mav be had free on application 
to the Dairy Commissioner, Ot¬ 
tawa, so that the profit made by 
each cow may be ascertained. 
Perhaps some cows would show 
profit If fed better, some won’t. 
Many men in all provinces on the 
testing register at Ottawa show 
thirty and sixty dollars clear 
profit per cow above feed cost. 
You may have made more than 
that; if you made less, was it 
entirely the cow’s fault?

Synopsis or Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of s family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at the 
commencement of the present war, and 
has since continued to be! a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter sec¬ 
tion of available’Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alhe-ta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or 'Jnb-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry bvTTroxy may he made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six mouths 
tesidence upon and cultivation of land in 
each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3 00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in each of 
three years after earning hmnesten ’.pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 60 acres ^xtra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if hecannetsi cure a pre emplion. 
limy take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three ^hra, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house v^irth 
$300 00. 

Holders of entries may count time 6f 
employ incut as farm laliourers in Canada 
during ,1917. as residence duties under 
certain conditions.
